THE ROAD QUESTION 

The proposal by the lion. \Y. 
•\. Fallo>v that the trunk road 
from Contis to Lethbridge be 
re-routed through Raymond and 
Welling brought a decided ap¬ 
proval from citizens of the 
Sugar City and the district 
to the south and west. Stirling 
however commenced an immed¬ 
iate protest of any such sugg¬ 
estion, despit e the fact that the 
Minister stated that no definite 
decision had been made, only 
that it was being considered. 

In respect to this road, it 
seems that th e Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment and the Department 
ot Public W orks would be very 
well advised tj consider care¬ 
fully th e justification of re-rout 
ing the Sunshine trail through 
Raymond to Wellii g and nortii 
to Lethbridge. In the first 
place, these roads should Ik* laid 
where they will benefit the 
greatest number of people, and 
at the same time furnish the 
shortest route between desired 
points for tourists. In the dist¬ 
rict immediately surrounding 


Raymond, in Welling, and Mag 
rath and up as far as Spring 
Coulee there would be an av- 
orae oi a family to about each 
one hundred acres of land when 
you consider tin* beet labor that 
adds to the population. This will 
far exceed the population of 
districts where only dry farm- 
in is practised. There people all 
exceed to the Government in 
various kinds of taxes and 
should receive some considerat¬ 
ion. Then too, the traffic that 
would feed into this road from 
Raymond and south to the bor¬ 
der and west to the foothills 
would be a big consideration. 

Then, consider it from the 
tourists stand point. From 
Coutts to Raymond is just un¬ 
der 60 miles and from Raymond 
to Cardston is about 12. making 
a 100 mile trip. While from the 
border to Lethbridge on the pres 
ent Sunshine Trail is about 72 
miles, and then another 56 from 
Lethbridge to Cards ton making 
128 miles to Cardston around 
that way. Now the re-routing of 
of the Trail from Coutts to Loth 
hiidgo through Raymond would 
only mao a difference of about 
four or five miles, and with the 
reduction in milage that will he 
made when the road is surfaced, 
regardless of route, lire distance 
from Coutts to Lethbridge 

ould not l>e increased. but! 
light even be decreased even if 
the road did come through 
Raymond. 

While not desiring controv¬ 
ersy with neighboring towns, 
it seems that all things consid¬ 
ered. he suggestion to come 
west from Craddock to Welling 


and north for the trunk road 
i s a very wise suggestion. It is 
a foiegone conclusion that a Bur 
face,! rand MI ST be built from 
the edge el Lethbridge to the 
airport, now building. Then 
why not continue this on to the 
Welling junction, turn east 
when* a go; d high roadway now 
exists to Craddock, through 
Raymond, and then south to 
the border. Undoubtedly some 
people’s noses will be put out of 
joint by this move, but consider 
the imputation to be served, the 
traffic coming from the most 
densely populated soctio n ot the 
south per acre, and we believe 
t here is no logical argument a- 
gninst it. Our local organizat¬ 
ions and Councils should bestir 
themselves t > present a case to 
the Department unholding their 
proposal for a re-routing ot the 
trunk road and pressing strong 
ly for its conclusion in next 
year’s budgtt .os a part of the 
pro ram.

Edmonton Alberta— The Al¬ 
bert Sxial Credit government 
thi s week received anothei blow 
to its prestige, this time one 
that was expected from the start 
when two more of its pet acts, 
the Home Owners' Security and 
the securities Tax acts were 
disallowed by the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

Never bef ire has any provin¬ 
cial government in Canada built 
up such a record of ultra vires 
legislation as the Aberhart ad- 
minstration has. Amateurs of 
the simplest character i n law¬ 
making could not have accomp¬ 
lished mor e in this direction 
and comment is freely heard in 
Edmonton as to what sort of 
leal advice the cabinet is avail¬ 
ing itself of in order to formul¬ 
ate so many “invalid and half- 
baked pieces ot legislation.” 

And the end is not yet, accord 
ing to reports issued from Ott¬ 
awa by the federal authorities. 
Seven more laws passed by the 
Aberhart administration are un¬ 
der consideration. Premier Aber 
hart has been set whining like 
a disappointed schoolboy about 
the matter, blaming the financ¬ 
ial interests, charging that the 
Mackenzie King government is 
under th e thumbscrews ot the 
iinancial interests, and laying 
tile fault at the door of every¬ 
body and everything except 
where it belongs, at the door of 
those ho have been advising him 
in his inexperience and ignor¬ 
ance of legislaton and laws re¬ 
garding what will be within and 
"’hat without hi s powers. 

It is not to be expected, how 
ever, that Premier Aberhart 
himself even though lie is the 
attorney-general of Alberta, 
would know' anything ah i 
I“ga! matters. A preacher is us¬ 
ually the worst kind of author¬ 
ity on practical and legal quest¬ 
ions outside the domain qf 
theology or church history and

In view of the present situat¬ 
ion and outlook i n Alberta, 
there is interest hero in the 
comments made the otliei day by 
Hon. .1. Earl Lawson, member 
of the house of commons for 
S nith York, who is being ment¬ 
ioned prominently now as a 
possibility for the national 
lendodship of the Conservative 
l>arty. 

‘‘Everyone realizes,” Mr. Law- 
son said in a speech at Toronto, 
“that you never can have un¬ 
employed insurance, minimum 
wages, maximum hours ol labor 
or national health insurance on 
a provincial basis. If these mens 
ures are ever to be possible of 
attainment they must be enact 
ed by a national government 
and administered nationally. In 
other words, to progress we 
must have an amendment of the 
British North America act to 
re-define the powers of the 
national parliament as against 
these of the provincial legislat¬ 
ures. 

“Any government in power in 
any province, fearful of the cry. 
that may be raised against it, 
by an opposition, ol surrender¬ 
ing provincial rigors, will be 
loath to agree to any amend¬ 
ment of the B.N.A. act which 
entails giving up power and 
jurisdiction which they now 
have. Mr. Bennett, on behalf of 
the Conservative party, lias sug¬ 
gested that w e call a national 
conference with respect to the 
matter—that conference to con¬ 
sist of representatives of the 
government of Cauda, of the 
Conservative opposition, oi tho 
C.C.F. and ol the Social Credit 
party, and of representatives 
ol the government and of the 
opposition in each provi .cial 
legislature. 

‘ MI you gathered together 
in one conference the represen¬ 
tatives of all phases of political 
thought lie that, public opinion 
would force an agreement be¬ 
tween them as to surrendering

T he coi trol oJ dandelions in 
awiijj lias become an important 
study of the Lethbridge Exper¬ 
imental Station in recent years 
and from the results of the cx- 
periments c: nducted, it. appear- 
that sonic progress is being 
made particularly by the use of 
chemicals and commercial fert¬ 
ilizers although the problem is 
by no means solved. 

Commercial fertilizers, such 
as ammonium sulpha! j and am¬ 
monium phosphate have given 
fair results and it had bo 
found that their efficiency i 
greatly increased when a defin¬ 
ite method, rate and time of 
application is employed. The 
fertilizer must not be lumpy 
but in a gramil u condition so 
that it spread 3 evenly over the 
broad loaves of the dandelions, 
.vhich it will burn and also tha» 
it sifts down between the thin 
blades of grass on to the soil.
